“Blue Sky” Law. 

One of the most important pro- 
gressive measures of this session 
will be introduced .Monday mern- 
ing simultaneously in both houses. 
Its purpose is to give the state an 


| up-to-date “blue sky” law, the ex-. 


isting act, which was passed in 
1913, having proven altogether in- 
adequate to meet the negds of the 


situation. It is estimated that con- 
siderably more than a million dol- 
lars a year are being taken from 
the people of Georgia by promoters 
of fraudulent stock and oil-lease 
schemes, as much as $65,000 hasta 
been taken recently from one of the 
poorer mountain counties, accord- 
ing to report. 

This bill will be introduced in the 
senate by Senators Dorris, of the 
Forty-eighth, and Kea, of ‘the Six- 
teenth. It will be sponsored in the 
house by Representatives George 
Carswell, of Wilkinson, and John Y. 

The bills will be 
referred to the general judiciary 
committee of both.~bedies and a 
joint hearing may be arranged at 
an early date. 

The measure in question repeals 
outright the present “blue sky” law 
and enacts in its stead a securities 
law modeled on the laws of Illinois 
and Ohio, generally recognized as 
the best in the country, the latter 
having been sustained by the su- 
parses court of the United States 
n every feature. The proposed law 
takes out of the hands of the secre- 
tary of state the supervision of 
stock issues and places it in the 
hands of securities commissioner, 
as in Ohio. All securities are di- 
vided into four general classes, fol- 
lowing the Illinois law, A, B, C and 
D. Only securities in the two laat 
named classes are to be subject to 
the provisions of the law. 

Approved by Governor. 

It is understood that the enact- 
ment of a new “blue sky” law will 
meet the hearty approval of the 
governor, who realizes that the 
present lay is altogether defective. 


Secretary of State McLendon has 
repeatedly urzed the need of a new 
law. It is his desire that the ad- 
ministration of it be taken out of 
his hands, as he finds them already 
full with his other duties,

Never be- 
fore has there been at this stage of 
the proceedings such unanimity of 
sentiment.

Wilson Not toe Dictate. 

The fact that President Wilson 
will not seek to impress a personal 
leadership upon the convention or 
to dictate either its platform or its 
nominations is equally gratifying, 
though the convention is over- 
whelmingly pro-Wilson. ~That the 
lack of bossism and personal domi- 
nation is a party asset of inestima- 
ble value is plainly evident in the 
unanimity that this new condition 
has evolved at San Francisco. 

What will the platform say? It 
will be thoroughly acceptable as an 
administration indorsement, make 
100 per cent Americanism the big 
issue, stand for the league without 
nullifying reesrvations. say nothing 
on the wet and dry dispute, which 
S not now an issue before the Amer- 
ican voters, and urge adeauate pro- 
tection for the producer of the field 
and the laborer of the factory.

With a retest 
made of all cattle shipped; even 
when accompanied by a tuberculin 
test chart, the importation of dis- 
eased cattle from other states has 

beem greatly restricted. 

For 1919, ont of 5.166 native cate |:

cular reaction, while 105 were tu- 
bercular out of 1,258 imported cat- 
tle examined.

An Unfriendly Act. 

“Our party is pressing for a spe- 
cial session of tne ‘'ennessee legis- 
lature in time for wvuinen to vote 
in the Tennessee primary of August 
5,” Mrs. Baker said today. “Eight 
other states hold congressional 
primaries during yvuly and August. 
Theretore, the women will consid- 
er it an unfriendly act if the call- 
ing of the special session is with- 
held. The women expect Governor 
Roberts to keep his promise to the 
president to cail a special session.” 

Incidentally, if the Tennessee 
legislature should ratify the 
amendments, the woman's party 
immediately will call a national 
convention in Washington to dis- 
cuss plans for the future. It may 
continue as a party, or disintegrate. 
Whether it will indorse any party 
or ticket is undetermined. 

30S Women Are Eligible. 

A total of 308 women age eligible 
to sit in the democratic convention, 
but it is doubtful if more than a 
hundred ever will be seated at one 
time. The delegates are divided: 
Delegates at large, 42: alternatives, 
39; district delegates, 63; district 
alternatives, 165. There are a few 
cases of husband and wife attend- 
ing as delegates.

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San Franciseo, June 27.—Several 
league of nations planks conflicting 
more or less violently with admin- 
istration views were perfected to- 


day for presentation to the Wemo- 
cratic resolutiona committee when 
it begins its deliberations. . 

The volunteer proposals were al- 
most as numerous: and varied as 
were proposed réservations to the 
peace treaty when the drive for a 
senate compromise was at its 
height. Three or four of them, 
however, stood out because of their 
authorship as forecasting the prin- 
ciples around which the convention 
fight will center. 

One, prepared by Senator Walsh, 
of Massachusetts, who supported 
the republican reservations 
throughout the two senate fights, 
would omit any declaration for rat- 
ification of the treaty in any form, 
but would declare faith in a league 
of nations along defined lines ac- 
cording with American interests. 

Another, said to have the back- 
ing of a number of senators who 
supported the president at the start 
of the ratification debate, but in” 
the end voted to.take the republi- 
can program, would declare for rat- 
ification with reservations inter- 
preting the meaning of the league 
covenant and protecting American 
interests. 

Still a third suggestion which 
came from supporters of William 
Jennings Bryan would put the 
party on record as favoring rati- 
fication with whatever reservations 
it was necessary to concede. 

All of these proposals were un- 
satisfactory to administration lead- 
ers because they approached the 
subject with the assumption that 
reservations are _ inevitable. The 
Virginia plank, indorsed by the 
president, puts the case the other 
way by declaring for ratification 
without reservations destructive of 
the vital purposes of the covenant. 
Senator Walsh’s plank, which he 
framed after a day of conferences 
with leaders from various states, 
approves “the ideals and principles 
which President Wilson espouscd’ 
in his efforts to form a league, and 
then goes on that in any such 
league the United States must not 
be obliged to engage in wars wased 
by foreign powers, to abridge its 
right to arm for national defense, 
to give any other nation a prepon- 
derance of voting power, to Impair 
the Monroe doctrine or assist ing the 
subjugation of any people seeking 
to gain their liberty. 

Mr. Bryan devoted practically the 
whole day to his prohibition fight, 
but it was said he had not lost 
si@ht of the league controversy and 
would be on hand with a plank of

New Orleans, June 27.—Declines 
persisted in the cotton market 
throughout last week, the opening 


being lower and the market stand- 
ing at its best 5 to 88 points under 
the close of the preceding week. At 
the lowest the trading months 
were 230 to 251 points under the 
clos eof the week before. The range, 
from the highest to the lowest lev- 
els, was 208 to 235 points and the 
close showed net losses of 184 to 
248 points, July making the small- 
est loss and closing at 36.06. 


In the spot department last week 
ET VG og lost 100 points and closed 
at 39.75. 


The main reasons for the selling 
during the past week was the bet- 
ter weather conditions over the belt 
and continued unfavorable accounts 
from mill and dry goods centers. 
Cablegrams from Manchester 
cliamed that unless improvement 
soon set in mills would have to go 
on short time and the same claim 
was made for a few American mills. 


The weather over the belt was 
mainly warm and dry and both pri- 
vate and officials returns indicated 
marked improvement in the condi- 
‘tion of the crop, while the week- 
end brought the first bale of the 
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new season to this market. it was 
at Edinburg, Texas, and 
brought $1,000 at auction here. 


This coming week will be short, 
since both American markets close 
Friday evening for triple holidays 
in observance of Independence day. 


The government's report on condi- 
tion to June 25 will be issued Fri- 
day at 11:30 o'clock, New Orleans 
time, and along with it will be a 
report on the acreage and the first 
indicated crop figures of the sea- 
son.

Thus far, expectations are for a 
report of just about 70 per cent of 
normal, which was the condition of 
a year ago. Bearish traders call 
such a figure bearish because it 
compares with 62.4 a month ago, 
but bullish traders point to the ten- 
year average for June 25, which is 
79.8. 


Private bureau reports will have 
much to do with the _ fluctuations 
this week and, very likely, figures 
on condition of under 70 will stim- 
uate buying while figures in excess 
of that percentage will encourage 
selling.

DOMESTIC OUTLOOK 


CONTINUES GOOD, 
SAYS CLEWS &°CO. 


The weekly financial review of the 
banking house of Henry Clews & Co., 
New York, in part is as follows: 

“The domestic outlook continues 
good. Foreign trade figures 
showing an increase in our exports 
during the month of May in an 
amount not less than $05,000,000 
over. the preceding month, indicate 
that the demand for American goods 
abroad, instead of falling off, as has 
been reported, is increasing. The 
goods, morcover, are being financed, 
otherwise they would not move 
abroad. In spite of the depression 
which has existed in the clothing 
trade and in some allied lines as a 
result of cancellations of orders anid 
so-called “price-slashing”’ and other 
factors, reports from various parts of 
the country indicate great activity 
in manufacvturing, with no reduction 
in rates of wages. 

“The wheat crop estimate is now 
780,000,000 bushels, which if realized 
will be much above the ten-year avs 
erage, while other grain crops are 
promising. There has been some im- 
provement even in cotton. The ef- 


fect of this state of affairs in busi- 
nesS and industry ought to be re- 
flected in prices of securities, and 
there are many who believe that! 
with a little clearing up of the po-| 
litical situation an upward move- 
ment will begin, due to recognition 
of the fact that many stocks are 
bargains at existing prices and that! 
there is every reason to believe in| 
their future income producing 
power. 

“Prices have moved within an ex- 
tremely narrow range during the 
past week, and except for a few spe- 
cialists affected. by cohditions pe- 
culiar to themselves. as in the cas» 
of the dye and chemical stocks, 
which have, from time to itme, ad- 
vanced on reports of a merger, have 
shown but little fluctuation either 
way. The marketis evidently quite 
fully “sold out.” and theer is no ap- 
parent prospects for further serious 
recessions in value. The real ques- 
tion is when will the money situa- 


séyeral weeks between a local con- 
cern and Dan T. Cowart, head of the 
Law and Order league of Waycross, 
two warrants have been sworn out 


before Judge J. L. Crawley against 
Jerald B. Knight and Dekle York, 
members of the company, who are 
accused of unlawfully conducting 
business on the Sabbath day by seli- 
ing “newspapers, stationery, books, 
pencils, inks and tablets, same not 
being works of necessity or char- 
ity.” This is flatly denied by 
Knight, who states that since the 
opening of his business some time 
ago not one single article has heen 
sold from the store on the Sabbath 
day, with the exception of Sunday 
newspapers. 

The controversy began several 
weeks ago when Rev. C. M. Ledbet- 
ter, a supposed member of the Law 
and Order league of Waycross, en- 
tered the establishment and in the 
name of the Law and Order league 
forbade the sale of newspapers on 
Sunday and stated that if the re- 
quest was not complied with pros- 
ecution would follow. Knight, in 
the next evening’s press, published 
a Statement of what had taken 
place in regard to the sale of news- 
papers on Sunday. and asked the 
people of Waycross to express their 
Sentiments on the situation. He 
also sent a communication to the 
Waycross Chamber of Commerce, 
asking that that body take some ac- 
tion on the matier. 

At a meeting of the chamber of 
commerce several days later the 
communication was read by the 
Secretary and the matter was placed 
before the bady. Rev. C. M. Led- 
better, the first to gain the floor, 
Stated that he was not a member 
of the Law and Order league. but 
that he simply delivered the mes- 
sage for someone. It is supposed 
that the message was from Cowart. 
who is the only known member of 
the Law and Order league. Expres- 
sions were made by several promi- 
nent citizens, who all supported the 
position of the company. A resolu- 
tion was unanimously passed by the 
chamber of commerce to this effect. 

On the following day a petition 
bearing the names of several hun- 
dred Waycross citizens was drawn 
up eondemning the actions of the 
Law and Order league. Citizens of 


Hebardville took a Similar stand on | 


the matter, stating that if the sale 
of Sunday papers was prohibited in 
Waycross the citizens of Hebarda- 
ville would be forced to wait till 
Monday morning to read the Sunday 
editions because the mail was not 
received there on Sunday. « 

The following Sunday came and 
Mr. Knight continued to sell his 
Sunday papers. No action was tak- 
en the following Monday by the 


league and it was thought that the! 
matter had been dropped, and the. 


revival of the controversy yester- 
day came as a surprise to the citi- 
zens of Waycross. 

Knight and York have been plac- 
ed under a $200 bond each and the 
case will probably be tried at the 
next criminal term of city court, 
which convenes next Monday morn- 
ing.

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COAL FAMINE FACED 
WITHOUT MORE CARS 


Chicago, June 27.—Unless_ rail- 
roads divert all open-top cars to the 
transportation of coal for the next 
sixty days the entire country will 
experience the most severe coal 
famine in history, is predicted here 
today by Dr. F. C. Honnold, a rec- 
Ognized authority. 

The coal shortage for this time 
of year, he, said, was unprecedented. 
Illinois mines, capable of produc- 
ing 8,000,000 tons monthly, are pro- 
ducing less than 6,000,000 tons. The 
Bituation in .the northwest, with 
3,500,000 tons less than normal for 
July 1, is so critical that the gov- 
ernors of Minnesota, Wisconsin and 
the Dakotas are to appeal to Pres- 
ident Wilson this week for relief. 

“There will be a coal famine in 
all parts of the cougtry next win- 
ter unless open-top cars are divert- 
ed solely to coal transportation,” 
said Dr. Honnold. “Conditions in 
the west are much the same as in 
the east. Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia are not producing the coal 
they should at this time. Operators 
have the men and the facilities, but 
no cars. 

“Other industries are entitled to a 
percentage of open-top cars, of 
course, but in a time like this itis a 
question of waiting until we freeze 
before we protest. 

“Considering the shortage of coal, 
the interstate commerce commission 


first directed that all coal cars on 


connecting lines should be sent 
home ‘loaded,’ making it unneces- 
Sary for the connecting lines to 
Send back cars to the coal-carrying 
road empty. For that reason many 
cars have been diverted to sand and 
gravel pits and have been returned 
weeks after they should have been 
received.” . 

President C. H. Markham, of the 
[}linois Central Lines, after an in- 
spection trip devoted to investiga- 
tion of the coal situation, said the 
Situation “is likely to become very 
serious.”’ 

“If a famine in the fall is to be 
averted there must be the greatest 
co-operation among thé. railroads, 
miners and mine operators through- 
out the country,” he said. “This 
means shippers must help, and those 
Snippers who depend on coal cars 
must sacrifice their interests for 
the public good.”
